1. The election with traverse filed September 3, 2002 in Paper No. 10 is 
acknowledged and has been entered. 

2. The reply filed on September 3, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

In reply to the Office Action mailed July 2, 2002 (Paper No. 9), Applicants elected 
the invention of claim 41. However, as set forth in the restriction requirement, claim 41 
encompasses 30 distinct inventions. Applicants were required under 35 USC § 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species of invention and failed to do so. See 37 CFR 1.111. 

In reply to this Office communication, Applicants are required to elect one 
invention by specifically identifying the one or more proteins to which claim 41 is to be 
drawn for the purpose of examination.
